During the y ea r just closed, it is said 
the national debt wa s reduced something 
like 
billion dollars and y et by the end 
of the present fiscal y ea r there will still 
be a surplus in the national treasury of 
ov er 383 million dollars. 
The treasurer of the United States, one 
of the richest men in the world, wa nts to 
keep on pa y ing on the national debt. 
N ow the pa y ing off of the na tion’s ob­ 
ligations is a most commenda ble thing to 
do under certain circumstances. 
Mr. Mellon no doubt thinks he’s piling 
up some strong una nswera ble propa ga n­ 
da a ga inst the election in 19 28. 
Tha t’s all right for the big rich fel­ 
lows but the fellow with a modest in­ 
come and a growing fa mily , will v ery 
na tura lly wa nt to know why he should 
be burdened with ta x es rea lly bey ond his 
ability to pa y ? 
He possibly enga ged in the world war, 
which %v as not of his own choosing. 
A sta ggering fina ncia l debt wa s one of 
the inherita nces of the world as a result 
of the war, he ha d nothing to do with 
tha t result either, if y ou ex cept the few 
dollars he got in wa ges. 
He sa v ed the country for his children 
a nd his children’s grandchildren^ 
Why 
not let them bea r some of the burden of 
this ta x a nd not try to force it all out of 
the present genera tion? 
W ha t’s the remedy ? 
Simple enough, 
reduce direct ta x a tion to a point that 
shall cov er a ca refully prepa red budget, 
which of course must contain a prov ision 
tha t the public debt shall be reduced a 
certain a mount each y ear, but no more. 
It will be remembered by ma ny tha t 
during one of Grov er Clev ela nd’s admin­ 
istrations the surplus 
in 
the 
national 
treasury beca me so a la rmingly big tha t in 
discussing it with the financiers of the 
country the president had occasion to re­ 
mark 'That a condition and not a theory 
confronts the country .” 
W e doubt if conditions are so a larming 
as tha t with us at this time, but condi­ 
tions are such tha t ta x es could be reduced 
and the country not suffer either. 
It is 
nev er a good plan for an indiv idual or a 
business concern or ev en a gov ernment 
to ha v e too much money on ha nd; it simp­ 
ly tempts those who h a v ^ a ccess to this 
money to get their ha nds into it, and then 
pull them out with the fingers all "bent 
up.” 
W e believ e the democratic idea not to 
refund, but to reduce ta x es is the sound 
one.

TAXATION ON BUSES 


JEFFKR.SOX CITY, Mo., January 
18.— Senator A. L. McCawley of Car­ 
thage Monday introduced the first 
of four m easures for regulation and 
taxation of b usses. 
He differenti­ 
ates b etween the 
passenger 
and 
freight b usses engaged 
in 
inter- 
urb an traffic and those that are en­ 
gaged solely in urb an b usiness. 
The measure presented today de­ 
clares all passenger b usses operat­ 
ing b etween fixed termini on the 
state highway system to b e “com­ 
mon carriers” and places all regu­ 
latory features of such companies 
under jurisdiction of the State Pub ­ 
lic 
Service 
Commission, 
which 
would have supervisory control over 
their finances, purchase of equip­ 
ment, fixing of schedules of rates 
and m aking provision for liab ility 
insurance. 
In the b ill presented today a li­ 
cense tax for use of the highways 
of the state is graduated on the fol­ 
lowing scale: 
For b usses carrying 
a maximum of seven passengers, an 
annual tax of $20; b usses carrying 
a maximum of twelve passengers, 
$45; 
b etween twelve and eighteen 
passengers. $70: 
b etween eighteen
